Some players appeared to 
Gecide the game was over and 
no more effort was required. A 
better side than China may 
have capitalised on that. 

Arok rated Taiwan a poorer 
side than China and predicted 
the Socceroos would score 
“six or seven’’ when they 
clash with Taiwan next month. 

“This was a rehearsal for 
the Taiwan game and after to- 
night we are in business. If we 
are purposeful, 1 am sure we 
can put six or seven away,” 
Arok said. 

The secret to playing Asian 
sides is to give them as little 
room as possible — something 
Les Scheinflug’s 1983 young 
Socceroos learned only too late 
— and Arok said his side 
played accordingly 

“We can’t match them in 
speed and silky touches. We 
had to close them down and 
capitalise on our strength and 
aerial dominance,’’ Arok said. 

And in that regard, when the 
Socceroos decided to play, 
they certainly did just that. 
The first two goals came 
through well-won headers by 
David Mitchell, who emerged 
as Australia’s best player. 

The former Adelaide boy is 
@ much more mature and 
clever player for his stint 





overseas and his renewed part- 
nership with John Kosmina 
will undoubtedly produce 
many goals in the future, for 
Sydney-Hakoah if not Aust- 
ralia in the coming games. 
Mitchell, along with Kos- 
mina and Joe Watson in the 
second half, gave 100 percent 
and proved too good for the 
weak Chinese defence.

Despite the early shock of

It was from a right-side 
cross by Alan Davidson in the 
ninth minute that opened the 
scoring. 

Davidson, who reportedly 
wore a brace to protect his in- 
jured back, knocked a fine ball 
into the penalty box where 
Mitchell rese to head to his 
striking partner. Unmarked 
Kosmina pounced on the half 
chance, turning and steering a 
rightfoot shot into the far side 
of the goal. 

The second Australian goal 
came just five minutes later 
from a Joe Watson free kick on 
the right. The little midfielder 
found Mitchell in the air again 
and the big striker headed 
goalwards. Kosmina rose with 
his marker and one, or both, 
managed to get a nod back to 
the waiting Oscar Crino on the 
edge of the box. 

rino fired a great shot into 
the net, displaying a finishing 
that Arok can only hope all his 
team copies with any half 
chances against the Israelis.

Tyrone James saw cause for con- 
cern in the Socceroos’ performance 
against New Zealand in Auckland but 
it would be a mistake, he believes, for 
coach Frank Arok to change the 
team. 

“Tt is too late to change the side,”’ 
says the former team-mate of George 
Best, Bobby Moore, Alan Mullery and 
Rodney Marsh. 


“If you do that, you get other players saying: 
‘Look, we went so far together, and now 
they’ve dropped him.’ It’s a matter now of 
building confidence in everyone who’s in the 
team. It’s a matter of watching videos of Israel 
in action, but concentrating on our own game in 
order to keep the confidence up. It’s no good 
harping on about how good Israel is, or how 
they play.” 

Although James lists Jim Patikas (Sydney 
Croatia) as one of the best players he’s seen 
here — certainly the most direct attacking 
player — he’d only have Patikas on the bench. 

“Strikers work in pairs, so it’s not just a 
matter of putting a new man in, but of breaking 
up a partnership,”’ he says. “At the moment, 
Kosmina and Mitchell have that partnership, 
and the midfielders know what kind of service

to give them. There is so much more involved 
than simply throwing in a new man.” 

But James — who’s impressive George 
Cross debut season culminated in his inclusion 
in ‘Soccer Action’s’’ team of the year — was 
far from impressed with what he saw of the 
Soceroos on television from Auckland. 

‘There was no leader in the field,’’ he says. 

“Davidson has a big reputation so perhaps 
his absence had something to do with it, but the 
defence didn’t seem to know what it was doing. 
Ratcliffe and Yankos weren't dominant enough 
— and instead of getting it and playing it, 
Yankos sent everything long. The left back, 
Jennings, seems to get lost when he goes for- 
ward. The midfield played too many short pass- 
es, and the full backs didn’t come up in support. 
Up front Kosmina didn’t do much. He looks 
like a luxury player. If the opposing sweeper 
stays very deep, then one of the forwards 
should stand right on him, or at least the for- 
wards should go wide, to make the defenders 
work. Instead, they played mostly in front of 
the back four. If you get no joy, then why not 
send another man up into the midfield? New 
Zealand had only two strikers, after all.” 

For all of that however, James remains opti- 
mistic on Australia’s behalf. What chance do 
the Socceroos have if they go all the way to the 
final qualifying tie, against Scotland? 

“Well, the Australians would have to know 
what game they wanted to play, and they’d 
have to play it rather than just try to stop Scot-

land. Professional players think two moves 
ahead, so it’s very hard just to go out to try to 
stop them. Also, the game lasts 90 minutes, so 
the Australians will have to pace themselves, 
and not try to go for the early goal. Fitness also 
will play its part, but if they play the right 
game, I think they could get a draw in Scot- 
land.” 

Tyrone James, 29, ranks among the most 
cultured defenders in Australian soccer. He 
proclaimed upon his arrival from England in 
May that he wanted to maintain a low profile. 
That aspiration has gone out the window be- 
cause he has emerged as a member of the elite. 


The man has style. Be it as sweeper, stopper 
or full back, James is more than merely a hard 
man to beat. He has flair. He provides lead- 
ership. He passes expertly over long distances. 
He is fast. He is inventive. He sets up goals. He 
makes play. 

Soccer is but one side of his creative nature. 
Tyrone James is also a talented pianist. Class- 
ical music is his passion — Ludwig von Beetho- 
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His scrap book takes us on a journey through 
a topsy-turvy career from Newham Boys in 
schools soccer, via West Ham, Fulham and 
Plymouth to Sunshine-George Cross in Mel- 
bourne. 

With West Ham, he won the London Youth 
Cup final, (junior section) against Orient. 

He made his senior debut for Fulham in a 0-1 
loss to Luton Town in 1976 as a 19-year-old. His 
was ‘‘a brilliant performance that had the 
crowd applauding his every move.” The 
Fulham side was: Mellor — James, Howe, 
Moore, Slough — Conway, Mullery, Lloyd — 
Barrett, Busby, Mitchell (Dowie). 

You recognise, of course, Bobby Moore in 
defence, Alan Mullery in midfield and Viv 
Busby up front. But what about John Dowie, 
the sub? He’s the same John Dowie who now 
plays for NSL champion Juventus, as sweeper. 

George Best and Rodney Marsh joined 
James later. But James outshone them. In 
headlines, he was called Tyrone The Tiger. One 
particularly inventive sub-editor penned the 
line: ‘‘It’s power to Tyrone.”’ 

He was born in London of a family from 
Trinidad and Tobago. Hence, Trinidad tried 
hard to secure him in 1976 for World Cup quali- 
fying matches but failed after Fulham stipu- 
lated that James had to be insured for $420,000 
and paid $250 a week by the Trinidad and 
Tobago football association. 

But he did get to play in Trinidad — as part of 
an all-black English side selected by coach 
Terry Venables, now with Barcelona. That side 
included, among others, Laurie Cunningham, 
Garth Crooks and Cyrille Regis. 

James had a stint with Plymouth Argyle, and 
arrived in Melbourne nine games into the NSL 
season. It therefore was a first-class effort to 
be chosen in ‘‘Soccer Action’s’’ team of the 
year, according to votes gained in the Boral 
Bricks best player award. He was listed at 
right back, with 33 votes, ahead of Drago 
Deankovic (Melbourne Croatia) and Bobby 
Russell (SM-Hellas). 

He rates Russell as a good, hard player who 
makes sure of making the first tackle count. He 
also has time for strikers Andrew Zinni (Juven- 
tus) and Stuart Stevenson (Heidelberg-Alexan- 
der) as well as Charlie Egan (Hellas) although 
he snuffed out Egan when George Cross met 
Hellas. ‘‘Egan’s good in the box. He’s got a rep- 
utation, so people stand off him, expecting him 
to do the unorthodox. It'll be interesting to see 
how he does without Doug Brown (on transfer). 
as strikers come in pairs. Now he’s got to go 
solo.”” 

Like most exceptional players, it’s hard to 
get James to praise opponents because in- 
variably, opponents don’t do much against 
him. ‘‘My experience helps,”’ he says matter- 
of-factly. ‘‘They have to lift their game when 
they play against me and if they do, then I'll 
raise me hands and say well done. I’ve got 
nothing to prove. They have.” 

Still on opponents, we asked his opinion 
about Mike Petersen, the Juventus midfielder 
whose name is on the lips of everyone with an 
appreciation of the finer things in football. 
“‘He’s got the talent,’”’ James says. “‘He’s full of 
it, but I'd say he’s at the crossroads. He seems 
to wait for other players to do the work, and if

SCOTS CAN BE 
DRIVEN CRAZY

Scotland’s fans 
should not be too ce- 
rtain of what they 
consider is ‘‘inevi- 
table qualification” 
for the World Cup 
finals. 

Scotland has finished second 
in its European qualifying 
group and now moves on to 
meet the Oceania champion — 
to be decided from among 
Australia, Israel, New Zealand 
and Taiwan. 

And while the Scots are 
quietly chuckling with glee at 
the prospect of facing a soccer 
“third world’ nation for the 
right of a place in Mexico, 
there is plenty to temper their 
optimism. 

For a start, Scotland has 
lost its master helmsman, 
Jock Stein, struck down by a 
heart attack. 

It was he who did so much to 
drag this side — with all its 
flaws and weaknesses — back 
to its current position. 

Scotland showed in a 1-l 
draw with Wales that it is far 
too easily bustled out of any 
sort of rhythm. 


The team lacks character at 
times: 

The snapping Welsh also 
drove the Scots crazy, provid- 
ing little time for them to 
create the elegant attacks for 
which their soccer is famed. 

The Welsh tactics are sim- 
ilar to those of Australian 
coach Frank Arok who bases 
his game on competitiveness. 

There are those who consid- 
er that Israel, Australia or 
New Zealand have no chance 
against the Scots. ; 

But soccer standards right 
around the world are levelling 
out, and a well-prepared, well- 
disciplined side can cause all 
sorts of problems against a 
more technically superior 
team. 

No longer can the ‘“‘old 
world’ be considered auto- 
matically superior to the 
“third world’, 


GOLDEN OLDIES 


And of course there is that 
famous Scottish self-destruct 
streak. 


In 1982 they were leading 3-0 
L Rare New Zealand in the 

orld Cup in Spain, then 
allowed the Kiwis to score 
twice. 

Scotland eventually won 5-2, 
but those two goals ruined 
their goal difference and 
knocked them out of the Cup. 


With Stein’s death has also 
gone his plans for the Scottish 
team. 

The new man will undoubt- 
edly have different ideas and 
methods. 


If there is one thing the 
Scots are not relishing, it’s the 
thought of travelling half-way 
around the world to play the 
Socceroos in the middle of an 
Australian summer.

LONDON, — forget Brazil, forget Argentina — England 
will win the World Cup in Mexico next year. 


So says England’s manager Bobby Robson, currently leading his 
team hrough its qualifying campaign. 


One feels, however, that 
Robson’s outburst is fuelled 
more by patriotism than any 
close analysis of football 
trends. 

His statements in the Brit- 
ish press are quite amazing 
for a national coach — a sign 


that English insularity is: 


still alive and well. 

“France, Italy, West 
Germany and England are 
the four major footballing 
nations that I’d expect to 
have the greatest chance 
from Europe,’’ Robson said 
in the London “‘Mirror’’. 

That would be fine if the 
French actually get to 
Mexico — which it may not, 
despite being current Eu- 
ropean champion. 

It currently lies third in its 
qualifying group behind Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia, peril- 
ously close to dipping out. 

And Italy and England are 
far from formidable forces 
at present. 

England's results this 
year have, hardly been shi- 
ning. They include a 0-0 draw 
with Romania, 4 1-1 draw 
with Finalnd, a 0-1 loss to 
Scotland, a 0-1 loss to Mexico 
and a 2-1 loss to Italy. 

Robson’s arguments 
appear to follow the tradi- 
tionalists’ line: those who 
still believe the football 
world has changed little 
since the war. 

The fact that both the Afri- 
cans and Asians are starting 
to grow rapidly in stature is 

- consistently ignored by the 
‘experfs’ who also seem to

forget the improvement of 
some European nations. 

Mention the name ‘Alge- 
ria’ to a West German and 
he’s sure to have the shivers, 
remembering the Africans’ 
stunning and well-earned 2-1 
victory against the Germans 
in Spain in ‘82, 

And what about Cam- 
eroon’s display against Italy 
in the same World Cup? 

Back in Europe, Denmark 
is currently rated higher 
than England, Italy or West 
Germany — a ‘‘World Class” 
team is how ‘‘World Soccer” 
and ‘France Football’ des- 
cribe the Danes, despite 
their 0-1 loss to the USSR 
last week. 

Hungary too has under- 
gone a resurgence in recent 
years after so long in the dol- 
drums since their ‘Magic 
Magyars’ of the 50s. 

But they both fail to rate a 
chance from Robson. 

He does, however, consid- 
er the South Americans a 
threat, 

“Argentina, Brazil, Uru- 
guay and Mexico are the 
nations to fear from South 
America,” he said. 

‘*All of these nations have 
a chance of winning the 
World. Cup.” %,. 

The football realists will 


“tell you, however, that the 


winner will almost surely 
come from these latter four. 

Backing a European team 
in Mexico is akin to throwing 
money away. 

No European side has ever 
won the Cup on the Ameri- 
can continent — and the daz- 
zling Brazilians of 1958 are 
the only South Americans to 
triumph in Europe. 

The altitude and the heat 
of daytime matches in 
Mexico look set to add to the 
weight of history against the 
Europeans, 

Robson's comments, of 
course, were lapped up by 
some of the popular press, 
still convinced that English 
football reigns supreme.. 

However, the more astute 
among the soccer afficio- 
nados beg for some sanity. 

English clubs may have 
dominated the European 
scene for the past 10 years or 
ce it is not English foot- 

all. 


It is British football, with 
teams composed of 
Welsh and_ Scottish prayers 
— and thé odd Englishman 
tossed in here or there. 

Consider the composition 
of Liverpool if you will —a 
clear case of ‘Spot The Eng- 
lishman’.

Shillabeer:

The South Australian 
west coast fishing town of 
Port Lincoln has spawned 
another champion. Tower- 
ing giant Dean Lukin as- 
tounded the world by be- 
coming the first Austral- 
ian weightlifter to capture 
Olympic gold and last 
week Paul Shillabeer 
brought further fame to 
Port Lincoln by winning 
the SA Rothmans Gold 
Medal. 

As a 10-year-old Shillabeer 
would sneak across the road at 
Port Lincoln to play soccer 
with his older brother Peter, 
and in 1974, his last year in his 
home town, he joined the fled- 
ging Pier United Club. 

The next year he moved to 
Adelaide and his natural 
soccer talents were nearly lost 
to Australian football at Kill- 
ara College. « 

“I played Australian Rules 
there when I] was 11 in the 
under-l4 team so I was a bit 
small,’’ Shillabeer said this 
week. 

“There was a soccer team 
for my age group so I quit 
football. 1 chose soccer only 
because everyone was so much 
bigger than me for my age 
group in football and I enjoyed 
playing soccer more. 

“Tt all started on a school 
basis and I’ve never looked 
back at football. 

“Shillabeer, 22, on Sunday, 
joined Adelaide Juventus as an 
under-15 player in 1980 and 
under the guidance of former 
coach John Perin he broke into 
NSL ranks in 1982 and played 
43 games, mostly as right 
back. 

Perin is one of two coaches 
who have had the greatest in- 
fluence on Shillabeer’s career. 

The other is former Beo- 
grad-Woodville boss Uros Ziv- 
kovic who helped Shillabeer 
pick up his confidence after he 
had been discarded by Adel- 
aide Juventus. 

Shillabeer, a clerk at the 
Woodville Spastic Centre, still 
wants to return to NSL ranks 
but not until after he settles in 
married life next year with his 
fiancee Christine. 

“I don’t want Christine to be 
a soccer bride early in our 
marriage,”’ Shillabeer said. 

Shillabeer won the Roth- 
mans Medal with 27 votes — 
one vote ahead of Para Hills 
captain Laurie Humphreys. 

“T really didn’t give myself 
a chance to win it,” he szid. 
‘Beograd has so many good 
players I thought would poll 
well. Chris Miller, Brian 
Welsh and Richard Preston 
are exceptional players’ and 
better than State league stan- 
dard. I expected them to do 
better than they did and take 
votes from me.”

“Pm tired. It’s getting me down, all this 
talk about changing the National League for- 
mat. I worry about it night and day. Maybe 
I’ll take a break next year.”’ 


That’s not the Arnold Langer I once knew, the dynamic, hard- 
hitting former VSF treasurer once vibrant, once eagerly awaiting 
the challenge of a coming season and planning shrewdly for an- 
other Green Gully assault on the championship. 

“I don’t even bother going to the delegates’ meetings anymore. 
I'm sick of hearing the same old subject over and over and over 
santa = what format should the National League adopt next 
year? 

There now is a strong reminiscent tone to Langer’s words and 
his thoughts often return to Green Gully’s halcyon days in the 
Victorian State League in 1981, 82 and 83: 

“It’s so much easier in the State League: You haven’t got even 
half the worries. The way | feel right now, I’m just about on my 
last legs. It costs at least $300,000 a year to stay in the National 
League which means that every club operates in the red.” 

But Langer isn’t advocating a return to state-based Super Lea- 
gues. He’s not in the business of saying what the National League 
should or shouldn’t do and club presidents who flock to news- 
papers with their views of what format should be adopted next 
year have made Langer a bitter man. 

“We're killing the league ourselves, we administrators who 
won’t give a format a chance to settle. I can’t make sense of all 
this talk. When Green Gully entered the National League at the 
end of 1983 all we ever heard is that Sydney City do nothing for the 
league because they’ve only got a couple of supporters. Now those 
same people who said that are trying to tell me that they want to 
have Sydney City in their league. What’s going on? Can someone 
please tell me? 

“If I was to approach a coach or a player and ask him to join 
Green Gully he wouldn’t be able to make up his mind because he 
doesn’t know if Green Gully will be in the National League next 
year or not. 

‘Before we kick a ball, we listen to some club president slam- 
ming the format. A week after the present format was adopted 
for the 1984 season, some club presidents attacked it. It makes me 
sick. Why can’t people just keep their mouths shut and try and 
make the best out of what we’ve got?” 

At the centre of the wrangle over the NSL format lie two clubs 
— Brisbane Lions and Brisbane City. Just as the Oceania region 
has become the dumping ground for F.1.F.A.’s problem child, Is- 
rael, so the Southern Division has become the dumping ground for 
the two Queensland clubs spurned by almost every other club in 
the NSL. 

“T don’t want the Queensland clubs in our league but then what 
can we do? Just kick them out? That’s simply not fair. The NSW 
clubs are okay in their cushy little league and they don’t want the _ 
Queensland clubs either. Clubs like South Melbourne Hellas and 
Brunswick Juventus have short memories. Hellas was lucky not 
to be kicked out of the National League in 1979 when they finished 
last and Juventus can thank me and Frank Burin for not being 
relegated from State League in 1981. Now Hellas and Juventus 
want to form one league and forget about 10 clubs which have 
fought hard to get where they are. 

Langer and Burin were on the VSF board of management when 
Ringwood Wilhelmina lost points for allegedly playing an in- 
eligible player, Brian Sinclair, in 1981. As a result of investigation 
into the incident, Juventus won points which pushed it clear of the 
relegation zone. Under threat of legal action from Wilhelmina 
however, the league was revamped and became a 14-team com- 
petition instead of 12. 

Most NSL club administrators lament the drop in attendances 
and are using their suggested format of one 14-team league as a 
way to bring fans back to games. Langer thinks that they're was- 
ting their time. 

“There are no big crowds left in soccer. In the next 10 years 
we'll probably lose another 25 percent of our ethnic support but 
there’s nothing that can be done to reverse that trend, nothing at 
all. P’ve kept statistics on attendances at VFL games and overall 
they’re down by 35 percent from last year. Collingwood, one of 
the best supported teams in Australian Rules football, has suffer- 
ed an attendance drop of almost 50 percent this year. All we can 
hope for in soccer is to keep the fans we have but that’s going to 
be really hard. 

“There are four major problems in Australian soccer. The 
most important is that it costs too much for the sort of spectacle 
dished up. I’ve lost count of the people who have told me that, 
ordinary fans who once went to games every week and who have 
been driven away by the $6 entry fee. The second problem is our 
lack of comfortable facilities. Third comes our new attitude in 
competing. We no longer play to win at all cost — now we play not 
to lose at all cost. And the fourth big problem is that every year, 
clubs say that the NSL format must be changed which confuses 
everyone involved in Australian soccer and turns people away 
from the game.”

Match-fixing and 
how it's done 


Corruption in 


neither is it confined 


ever, during my 
week stay there, I 
heard and read so 
much about the 
‘goings on’ behind the 
scenes that I started 
to wonder if the 
result of any match, 
at any level, could be 
taken on face value. 


In the past few years there 
have been some highly public 
soccer scandals in Hungary, 
duly reported in this news- 
paper. It was earlier in 1985 
that the big ‘Toto Case’ was 
wound up in court with the im- 
prisonment of dozens of 
former players, club officials, 
coaches, referees and suppor- 
ters. 


But the bulk of these 
matches involved amateur and 
district teams, something like 
Hungary’s 3rd and 4th divi- 
sions. Here a few smart mani- 
pulators had been buying and 
selling matches to fix the 
Seccer Pools resuits and 
pocket enormous dividends, 


However, if one is to believe 
at least some of the wild 
stories and rumors, Hungary’s 
first division is just as bent as 
its 4th. 


Three recently published 
books — all in Hungary — by 
Robert Zsolt, Miklos Bocsak 
and Istvan Gorgenyi, devote 
several chapters to the sordid 
details of match fixings. 


Naturally, all three books 
sold out in days; the public in 
Hungary is more hungry for 
scandals about soccer than for 
soccer itself. 


Apparently it’s fashionable 
to the results of matches 
according to the needs of the 
teams. 


At the end of the 1984 season 
Tatabanya was in deep trouble 
and, with one round to do, 
could have been relegated. 


In the last match it was to 
meet a rejuvenated Ferenc- 
varos which however, couldn’t 
climb higher than 5th anyway 
— not enough for a UEFA Cup 
place. 


So Tatabanya caused a ‘big

“Suppese we need twe 
points in eur next match to wis 


captain Tibor-Nyilasi — an uneasy con- 
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the title, avoid relegation or to 
reach a certain number of 
points and placing after which 
a bonus can be paid. 


“Our soccer officials ap- 
proach our club’s sponsoring 
authority, usually a factory or 
large corporation, for ‘special 
funds’. 

“We explain what the 
money is for — and usually 
they issue it. 


“So our secretary or presi- 
dent makes contact with the 
other club concerned and 
drives there to ‘negotiate’. 


“This usually takes place 
the day befere the match, at 
times on match day itself. The 
players know nothing abect it. 





“The 200,000 forints (in pur- 
chasing power about $10,000) 
is, of course, in cash, in a 
briefcase. 


“Now, here comes the sting. 
If we do win the match, our 
club official will gloat that he 
has fixed the result and the 
money is accounted for. 


“If we still lose, he will 
claim that the opponents 
wouldn’t be part of the dirty 
deal — and he’ll hand the 
money back. 


“But, mind you: when we 
win — and we do win as often 
as we lose — the money stays 
in the pockets of our official, 
who never even offered it to 
the opponents. 


“No wonder in most clubs 
there is a huge jostling for high 
positions, with everybody 
trying to get an occasional 
‘money run’ for quick profit. 


“We have many volunteer 
club officials in the third divi- 
sions (district league} who 
have become millionaires 
from these deals — and never 
ever offered a penny to the op- 
ponents: all they have done 
was to steal money from their 
own clubs.” 


With this type of atmos- 
phere prevailing, it’s small 
wonder that so many Hun- 
garian fans openly claim that 
the result of the World Cup 
qualifier against Holland — 
1-0 for Holland in Budapest — 
had been ‘fixed’. 


Hungary had by then quali- 
fied for Mexico — and with 
that win Holland edged ahead 
of Austria to occupy second 
place and earn the right for a 
play-off with Belgium. 


Some rumors will have it 
that several ‘key’ players of 
Hungary had been bought by 
the Dutch while others seem to 
know that the game had been 
sold at an official level. 


One thing is sure: captain 
Tibor Nyilasi didn’t have the 
easiest of consciences after 
the game. 

He delayed for two days his 
return to Vienna, where he 
plays for FK Austria-Wien, 

that the suspicion and 
fury of the Viennese fans 
would fade somewhat.
